No New Development 
In High School Crisis 

No additional developments were 
reported on the senior high school 
crisis at last Monday's meeting. 
The channels are still open between 
the city council and the develoi)er 
Charles Bresler, but at the moment 
there seems to be no basis for 
settlement. 

The ingredients of the proposal 
put forward by Bresler on March 1 
remain unchanged. The developer 
would make the Beltway-Lake site 
available for a senior high school 
provided the city supported R-30 
(apartment) zoning in parcels 1 
and 2, picked up the tab for 5 acres 
of open space at the Beltway-Lake 
site, and donated the 5-acre city 
sanitary landfill site for other 
school use. 

In addition, Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., would be asked to make avail¬ 
able 10 acres of GHI-owned land 
for an elementary school site. 
Bresler also would extend to the 
city an option to purchase 15 acres 
on parcels 11 and 12 north of Green¬ 
belt Lake for parkland. 

GKI officials have indicated no 
disposition to participate in the 
proposal, since their major concern 
is to keep the density of parcels 1 
and 2 to a level something below 
R-30 zoning. 

The council asked the city's Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board to review^ 
the city’s land use plan for parcels 
1 and 2, considering the proposed 
school complex, open space needs, 
and density. Councilman David 
Champion proposed this step in 
anticipation of zoning applications 
that Bresler is exi>ccted to file as 
soon as the school site question is 
settled. 

In view of the invpassc, Mrs. 
Hedy Anderson of Gardenway, in¬ 
quired whether the school board 
bad considered any sites other than 
the Beltway-Lake site and the Par¬ 
cel 2 site. She suggested that the 
school board investigate some of 
the government-owned land in the 
area.

and Dick Pilski explained that the 
city is somewhat limited in what 
it can do. The lights are under 
SRC jurisdiction and major re¬ 
sponsibility rests with the developer 
to construct the roads. 

At Giese’s suggestion, council ap¬ 
proved a motion requesting 
MNC3PPC to make a traffic study 
of the total needs for streets, within 
Springhill Lake. At present Giese 
said, there is much confusion. He 
noted that pending before MNC- 
PPC is a subdivision plan for 
Springhill Lake on the northern 
side of the Capital Beltway which 
provides for no public roads what¬ 
ever. 

Giese also cited the difference 
of opinion surrounding the need for 
a bridge across the Beltway con¬ 
necting Springhill Lake with the 
rest of Greenbelt. The SRC has 
recently withdrawn money from 
next year’s budget for this item. 

GHI Parking 

Introduced for first reading was 
an ordinance repealing the au¬ 
thority of the city to assign park¬ 
ing spaces in GHI courts. The city 
had received an opinion from its 
solicitor Thomas Brooks to the 
effect that city assignment of park¬ 
ing amounts to diverting public 
property for private use. 

According to Brooks, the ques¬ 
tion of whether the GHI courts are 
public or private property is fairly 
debatable. In either event, how¬ 
ever, it was his opinion that the 
city lacks authority to assign park¬ 
ing spaces. If the service courts 
are the private property of. GHI, 
then the city lacks jurisdiction and 
if the service courts are public 
property, then the city is using its 
powers to promote a private pur¬ 
pose. 

Delinquent Accounts 

Also introduced for first reading 
was an ordinance providing for 
delinquent charges in connection 
with refuse collection. A penalty of 
$1 for accounts remaining unpaid 
30 days after submission of bills 
and discontinuance of service after 
60 days delinquency are provided 
for. 

Upon Pilski’s motion, the coun¬ 
cil voted to open council meetings 
with the pledge of allegiance to the 
American flag. Pilski also sug¬ 
gested including a prayer in the 
opening ceremonies. This will be 
considered at the next council 
meeting. 

(jiese introduced to the council 
his new administrative aide, 
^tlchael Fischetti. Fischetti, a na¬ 
tive of Brooklyn, is a recent gradu¬ 
ate of the University of Maryland 
and is now attending the graduate 
school of government and public 
administration.
